Al Smith's challenge of Dr. John R. 


Straton, New York minister, to debate 
in his church _the former's charge that 
Smith is "the deadliest foe of moral prog- 
ress in the United States today." is what 
the governor's partisans may applaud. It 
will help to make a spectacular campaign 
and that is regarded by many as good 
political strategy. It does not seem to us, 
however, that Mr. Smith's participation 
in an affair of this kind dignifies an aspir- 
ant to the presidency, or is at all re- 
quired in self-defense. 
There are some 


things which are not debatable, includ- 
ing a man's honor and repute. Issues that 
are pertinent are debatable, but men do 
not harangue with adversaries their mor- 
al qualities, their probity, their honest}-. 
At least we do not think of men who oc- 
cupy the White house doing so, or hav- 
ing to do so. 


Dr. Straton is a religious extremist. He 


is a prohibition fanatic. 
He judges a 


man's character by his personal habits 
touching the use of beverages which con- 
tain alcohol. He decides whether he is a 
spiritual being, even moral, by the test of 
teetotalism. Mr. Smith's record with .re- 
gard to every phase of the-liquor ques- 
tion is an open book. 
It does not please 


the prohibitionist It may or may not 
have the approval of the advocate of tem- 
perance. Without doubt there is some of 
the record as a Tammany politician and 
legislator dealing with the saloon and 
liquor that he and his followers may wish 
had been different. But that in a sense is 
old history. It is Mr. Smith's views and 
acts today that count. 


Mr. Smith does not haie to debate 


with clericals his morality any more than 
his religion. We think he would look bet- 
ter as a national figure if he did not con- 
descend to debate anything with any- 
body. His views, his record, his qualifica- 
tions and fitness can better be judged by 
the country from the admitted facts, and 
from his own statements, announcements 
and public discussion. We think it cheap- 
ens his candidacy to engage in a wordy 
wrangle with Dr. Straton on the right- 
eousness of his liquor record. It betrays 
lack of background, lack of judgment, 
lack of poise. It emphasizes unduly the 
prohibition issue in its relation to the 
presidency. It has a tendency to mark 
Mr. 'Smith's hopes on that issue rather 
than on others of immeasurably greater 
importance. 
Moreover, when he chal- 


lenges a man to debate the morality of 
his political leadership he admits that it 
is debatable. The whole situation, to our 
mind, lowers the carnpaigE, and we are 
surprised that Mr. Smith would be a par- 
ty to it. much less create it. He would be 
better off to let Dr. Straton thunder his 
polemics and personal attacks against the 
four walls of his church. 


LABOR IS NEUTRAL 


Organized labor has -decided to observe 


strict neutrality in the presidential cam- 
paign, so far as official indorsement or 
affirmative action is concerned. In more 
ways than one it has not outlived the in- 
fluence of Samuel Gompers, tinder whose 
leadership and policies the American 
Federation 
of Labor registered great 


achievements 
and unbroken progress. 


There have been examples of the ruinous 
consequences of political partisanship in 
labor movements during the past that 
may well continue to serve as a warning. 


A cross section of American labor 


takes in all shades and varieties of polit- 
ical opinion and part}' adherence, just as 
is the case with any other body of citi- 
zens.

It would smack of dictation for a 
small body of men in control of the Fed- 
eration to attempt to tell members how 
thev should vote in a presidential elec- 
tion. Unless there were a special situa- 
tion like that which existed in the case 
of Woodrow Wilson, whose Clayton and 
Adamson acts were issues in his second 
campaign, part}- affiliation would appear 
to be wholly undesirable under our gov- 
ernmental system as a matter of principle 
as well as of practice.

POSTAL GAINS AND DEFICITS 
Two items concerning mail appeared in 


newspapers recently on the same day. 
One told of Postmaster General New's 
forecast of z deficit of more than 31dO»- 
000,000 for the postoffice department in 
the fiscal year 1929. He based his esti- 
mates on three factors; pay increases to- 
talling S77.000.000; a loss of revenue 
through lowered rates of S16.000.000, and 
the increased pay to railroads required by 
the Interstate 
Commerce commission. 


Nothing was said about the Cranking 
abuse, although that must 
contribute 


considerably to the annual deficit. 


The other item told 01 the new air mail 


rates which became effective on August 
1. Under the new rates—5 cents for the 
first ounce—it becomes possible to send 
twice the weight at half the price that has 
prevailed up to now. It is expected that 
this will greatly increase use of the air 
mail. 


There are now 32 regular air 
mail 


routes either in operation or about to 
start, connecting all parts of the United 
States, Canada. Cuba. Porto Rico and 
most of Central America. 


The deficit is distressing, yet there is 


hope that the reduced rates will so in- 
crease the volume of business as to wipe 
out some of it. if not all. Xo one should 
grudge postal workers their pay in- 
creases. Most of them still are' paid too 
little for service of fine quality -and im- 
portance. 


Somehow the postal service ought to 


be put on a self-supporting basis. Xo one 
in this day of efficiency and economy 
should accept permanent defeat in this 
matter. In the meantime, the public 
should support the service loyally, espe- 
cially the splendid air mail.

uation. Improvements thereon, have 
increased from J513.700 in 192? to 
the present value of $516,900. With a 
cut in the agricultural acreage, a 
larger acreage is classified as marsh, 
cut-over, and waste. 
Timber, resi- 


dential, mercantile and manufactur- 
ing properties have remained fairly 
stationary. 


Fluctuations in the total acreage 


of the township as indicated in the 
reports from year to year furnish an 
interesting subject for study.

Parks 


150 Acres Have Been Set 
Aside For Public Parks 


Although Appleton has two parks which rank second to none, 


Pierce park and the First ward park, the potential sites for such in- 
stitutions in the city are greater in number than those which actu- 
ally exist. Only in recent years have people become acquainted 
with the possibilities of a really good park and Pierce park now 
stands as a.monument to the foresight of those people. 


Dedication of Pierce park was completed this year the culmina- 


tion of several years' hard work to have the large tract beautified, 
the result of man}- months' effort and the expenditure of thousands 
of dollars. It now is a place of beauty, famous throughout the en- 
tire section of the state. Convention groups and large picnics make 
the grounds their headquarters while thousands of people yearlv 
spend their leisure moments in its quiet corners. 


The First ward park generally called the city park is a mecca 


for hundreds of people from that section of the city during the sum- 
mer months and is a great playground for children. Before the com- 
pletion of Pierce park it was the best in the city and the scene ^f 
many centralized outdoor activities. 


Another park which unfortunate!}- is not put to greatest use is 


Jones park just off the main thoroughfare, College Ave. Carved out 
of what formerly was a wooded gully and an eyesore it now has be- 
come a place of beauty. It facilities are not used to the utmost 
probably, because of the attractions in the other two parks. It has 
several tennis courts, a baseball diamond and playground, and for- 
merly had a wading pond for the city's children who had occasion 
to play there. 


South park in the Fourth ward has been converted into a muni- 


cipal golf course and with its opening next month probably will be 
one of the most highly patronized places in the city. The grounds 
recently were laid out at a cost of $10.000. Alicia park, the only park 
along the river, also is being built up slowly together with a tourist 
campsite. Donations of several animals give indication someday 
the city's zoo will be at Alicia park. 


Two of the city's potential parks are Erb and the Fifth ward 


parks both'of which are in need of improvement to make them of 
use to residents in the districts. Work on Erb park, it is reported, 
will start soon but nothing yet has been done with the Fifth ward 
grounds. Both these plots might easily be placed in as good condi- 
tion as any park in the city. 


The city's one private park is the Interlake park in the lower 


Fourth ward. It is owned by the Interlake Paper company and re- 
cently was placed in first class condition and opened to public use. 
It has a plot of trees for picnic parties and a large diamond for 
athletically inclined patrons. Eventually it is expected the park 
will be donated to the city. 


Parks are a rare investment for any city an'd th'ere is little need 


to fear there may be too many. The cost of placing the grounds in 
condition may be high at times but the expenditure always is re- 
paid by increased taxes from abutting property. Appleton's 150 acres 
of parks are not yet enough—people should work for more.
